CAIRO, HI. (AP) — Stubborn 
rlverboat captains continued their 
bottle against the ice-choked Mis­ 
sissippi in this area today—but 
with little hope of winning a clear 
victory until they get a break in 
the weather. 
As C. W. Rushing of the Missouri 
Barge Lines put it: “We need 50- 
degree temperatures and a rain 
to break the gorges” and open the 
river to normal traffic. 
The Army Corps of Engineers 
described the situation thus: 
There were three large ice jams, 
©ailed gorges, in tile river, two of 
them five miles long and one, 
eight. One was about seven miles 
above the confluence of the Mis­ 
sissippi and the e q u a l l y ice- 
clogged Ohio River at Cairo. One 
was about 20 miles above the con­ 
fluence and one about 30 miles 
above. 
In betw'een the jams, the river 
was relatively free of heavy ice 
and when a towboat going down 
river broke through one jam it 
would have clear going until it hit 
another. 
Boats below the ice jam had 
even tougher going trying to force 
their way up-river, but some tried 
it.

The brilliant, young organ vir­ 
tuoso, Wilma Jensen, was present­ 
ed in a “bonus” concert Sunday 
afternoon by the Jacksonville 
MacMurray M u s i c Association. 
Playing an admirably varied and 
appealing program on the large, 
four-manual Aeolian-Skinner in 
Merrier Chapel, Mrs. Jensen gave 
a performance which was as satis­ 
fying musically as it was organis- 
tically enthralling. Her playing af­ 
forded abundant proof of her culti­ 
vated technique and sterling mu­ 
sicianship. 
For an organist, such accom­ 
plishment involves not only those 
matters which are musically uni­ 
versal but also those which are 
peculiarly involved in the utiliza­ 
tion of an essentially mechanical 
contrivance as an eminently musi­ 
cal vehicle. An impossible task, 
some say, and it may well-nigh be 
impossible for some! But now and 
again we hear convincing evidence 
that the organ can be a truly 
musical instrument In spite of, or 
perhaps because of, its mechanical 
intricacies, and at the same time 
we are reminded that some of the 
greatest music of all time was 
composed for the organ. We were 
both convinced and reminded Sun­ 
day afternoon In Merner Chapel. 
Admirable Traits 
The most outstanding and ad­ 
mirable characteristics of Mrs. 
Jensen’s playing were her unflag­ 
ging rhythmic alertness and vi­ 
vacity, and her compelling dra­ 
matic fervor. On tile other hand, 
this 
same 
spirited 
exuberance 
might have been the cause of the 
tendency, though infrequent, to 
force the pace in the quicker move­ 
ments with a resulting momentary 
loss of musical poise. This appeared 
to be only a minor problem, be­ 
cause for the most part Mrs. Jen- 
sein’s playing was highly adroit 
and 
sympathetic, 
the 
various 
moods and styles in her program 
being aptly caught. 
There were a great many high 
spots in her performance Sunday 
afternoon, too numerous to men 
tion. However, especially notable 
were her taut, dramatic rendition 
of Bach’s popular D minor Toc­ 
cata & Fugue, the electrifying py- 
rotechniques she realized in Bruce 
Simonds’ vivid tour de force, her 
whirlwind reading of Langlais’s 
beguiling bit for the flute stops, 
and her stirring, supercharged pre­ 
sentation of Jeh&n Alain’s an­ 
guished 
“Litanies.” 
Apparently, 
Erie Delamarter’s “Fountain” is 
filled mostly with sugar-water, but 
as an encore it perhaps satisfied 
those in the audience with a sweet 
tooth. 
Wilma Jensen’s stunning success 
in the concert field (this spring 
she makes her second transconti­ 
nental tour in two years) must be 
a source of special satisfaction to 
many in the Jacksonville area be­ 
cause of her association during her 
childhood 
(then Wilma J e a n 
Hoyle) in Virginia and Virden 
where her father was Methodist 
minister, and because of her early 
training in the Music Department 
of MacMurray College.

Selective Service local boards In 
Illinois acquired a heavier workload 
of registrants in 1960 as compared 
with the previous year, according to 
a year-end summary issued by Wil­ 
lard A. Manning, State Director of 
Selective Service, received by the 
Morgan County Selective Service 
Board. 
An average of 6.259 young men 
reaching age 18 registered each month 
throughout 1960, compared with 5,630 
monthly in 1959. This reflected the 
rising birth rate in 1942 over 1941. At 
the year’s end Hlinois board had 
1,254,306 registrants on their rosters, 
representing a vast inventory of mili­ 
tary and essential civilian manpower. 
During I960, 6,239 Illinois youths 
were inducted into the Army, mak­ 
ing a total of 169,803 Inducted into 
the armed forces from this State 
since the outbreak of the war in 
Korea. In addition, the local boards 
were responsible for an even larger 
number of so-called voluntary en­ 
listments Into all the armed forces. 
Thousands of youths who would not 
otherwise have enlisted were promp­ 
ted to do so by the knowledge that 
their induction was near. By enlist­ 
ing they had their choice of services. 
Men inducted in 1960 were mostly 
23 years of age and over. Illinois 
boards supplied 7.3 percent of all 
men inducted throughout the nation. 
Boards in Cot* County delivered ap­ 
proximately half of the State’s total. 
Over 15,500 additional men were 
given armed forces physical examin­ 
ations to determine their accepta­ 
bility for military service and 63 per­ 
cent were found acceptable. 
Another important function of the 
boards was the monitoring of the 
Standby Reserve of all the armed 
forces. Selective Service boards are 
responsible for determining the avail­ 
ability of each standby reservist for 
order to active duty in time of war 
or national emergency declared by 
Congress. At the year’s end Illinois 
boards had processed 138,281 reser­ 
vists, of whom 32,799 were declared 
available in the event of need. Others 
were found not available because of 
essential civilian occupation or hard­ 
ship to dependents. 
At the end of 1960 the 217 local 
boards and 7 appeal boards in Illinois 
were manned by more than 2,000 
volunteer members patriotically eery 
ing without pay.
